KANITOBA'S CAPACITY.

Can Raise Enough Wheat to Supply
Britain All the Requires from
Abroad,

Toronto, Nov. 10.—The World com-

nients on the report of the United Em-
pire trade league on the capacity of
| Canada as a granary for Britain. The

‘report refers to Manitoba as follows:

{ Manitoba has an area of 47,000,000

acres. Dedueting 10,000,000 for lakes,

rivers, town sites and waste land, 37.-

000,000 acres are left for farm cultiva-

tion or homes for 116,000 families on

320 acres each, and as up to now there

are only 27,000 farmers there altogeth-

er, that leaves room in one provinee for

80,000 more wheat growers. Supposing

llwn we got them there and each one of

them out of his 320 acres grew on an
average 100 acres at 20 bushels to the
acre. If you figure it up you will find
it is quite possible for Manitoba alone
to supply us with all the wheat we re-
ruire from abroad. It is only a question
of money and, comparatively speaking,
not money either, The cost of one first-
class battle ship (about £750,000) would
put 5,000 families on to farms in the
Northwest, allowing £150 to each to find
them in implements, seeds, horses, ote.
and would keep them until their urst
crop was harvested., IFive thousand
farmers, averaging 100 acres of wheat
each at 20 bushels to the acre, means an
extra 10,000,000 bushels, for if that

scheme is not liked Britain would put a

duty on fereign wheat.

In addition to tue wheat lands of
Manitoba there are the millions of acres
in Assiniboia, Alberta and Saskateche-
wan.
